In 1336, Bosch was' trying to' 
return to leadership in the Do- 
minican Republic. Justice Doug- 
las, apparently aware by then of 
Volman’s background, sought to, 
warn Bosch about him. 

On May 23, 1965, Douglas, 
wrote a letter to another old; 
friend, former Puerto Rico Gov. 
Luis Munoz Marin. Saying he 
did not trust communications in 
the Dominican Republic, the jus- 
tice asked Munoz Marin to relay 
a “message” to Bosch.

Release today of the subcom- 
mittee’s 924-p’agc report brought 
a .wide array of disclosures 
about Douglas. Earlier, the pan- 
el had concluded — by a party- 
line vote of 3 to l — that none of 
its findings justified impeach- 
ment. . 

The panel report still has not: 
been considered by the parent 
Judiciary Committee, and aides 
said the earliest that could he 
done would be next Tuesday. 

Among all the disclosures,: 
only one is left in an uncertain' 
state in the report: The sugges- 
tion that the CIA was involved 
somehow in secret, maneuvering

tended well beyond the Parvin; 
Foundation. Documents sliowj

c The subcommittee, in exam- 
ining an Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice criminal investigation of 
Parvin from 1964 to 1957, when it 
was decided no charges would 
be brought, found that 41 federal 
agents spent 30,617 man-hours, 
obtained about 300,000 docu- 
- ments, examined 200 tax re- 
: turns, and pursued their inquiry 
' into eight states and the Dis- 
. trict. The probe, which ultimate 
ly reached beyond Parvin to the 
i foundation, his business firm, 
and his former partner, Harry 
A. Goldman, was closed April 
21, 1937. However, civil audit in- 
vestigations apparently continue 
at IRS, along with a study of 
whether the Parvin Foundation 
should lose its tax exemption, 
o Another revelation in the re- 
port is that Douglas’ handling of 
a group of Supreme Court ap- 
peals by military reservists 
trying to avoid going to Vietnam 
so angered Rep. Edward Hebert, 
D-La., that he asked the- Justice 
Department to demand that 
Douglas disqualify himself from 
a key test case on tbs military 
draft. ‘ Solicitor Gen. 'Erwin N.

9 The subcommittee r e p o r t 
quotes Douglas letters accusing 
the FBI of leaking to the press 
the fact that the Parvin Founda- 
tion got its funds from a mort- 
gage on a Las Vegas gambling 
casino. In an Oct. 17, 1SC3, letter 
he said the FBI was trying to 
“drive me out” of a then- 
pending Supreme Court case in-, 
volving FBI eavesdropping on 
Fred B. Black Jr., an associate 
of former Senate Democratic 
Secretary Robert G. (Bobby) 
Baker.

tion authorities, and that he acl 
vocated violent revolution in his 
latest book. 

In releasing the report yester- 
day, Rep. Emanuel Ceiler, 
D-N.Y-, the subcommittee chair- 
man, said he was “sure all 
fair-minded people . . . will 
agree that there is no basis for 
impeachment of Associate Jus- 
tice Douglas " 

He rejected the suggestion by 
Douglas’ critics that the sub- 
committee must, hold some hear- 
ings to get testimony under 
oath, saying this would be “an 
exercise in futility” because the 
evidence available from docu- 
ments and interviews “is not 
contradicted.” 

Although noting that only . 
three subcommittee members 
voted for the final report, Ceiler 
said none of the five members 
“would assert that there is a 
basis for impeachment. Should 
we strain to dredge all of the 
Seven Seas?” 

Cites Lack of Questioning , 

The lone dissenter from the ; 
report, Rep. Edward Hutchin- 
son, R-Mieh., complained that; 
none of the evidence had been, 
tested- “in ihe crucible of 
cross-examination.” 

In addition, he said the sub- 
committee should have gonebe-

deuce of conduct that would jus-! 
tify impeachment, to see if there 
was an “appearance of impro- 
priety “that might merit “con- 
gressional censure or other offi- 
cial criticism in the House.” 

Rep. Ford, who is hot a mem- 
ber of the subcommittee,. issued 
his own statement accusing the 
panel of a “whitewash,” and 
arguing that “only an excess of 
personal or partisan loyalty Oi a 
failure fully to study the docu- 
ments can explain an attempt to 
close the case at this point.” 

The GOP leader said he would 
join others in trying to get an 


independent investigation — out- 
side the Judiciary Committee — 
in the new Congress. 


' Over-all, the subcommittee re- 
port finds no basis for any of the 
charges leveled against Douglas 
by House Minority Leader Ger- 
ald Ford, R-Mieh., or others who 
: have suggested that the justice 
be impeached. 

The panel specifically finds 
that Douglas has broken no law 
by his activities, because it says 
he did not practice law while on 
the bench, and it refutes, among 
others, the charges that Douglas 
,had association with gamblers, 
and organized crime ^figures,
